STAFFORD UNWILLING TO GIVE 
OUT RESULT OF 
FINDINGS

Chippewa Falls, Wis., Dec, 22.— 
Harold E. Stafford, district attorney, 
may find it necessary to present the 
facts concerning the Roo Line wreck 
here Saturday to the grand Jury, he 
Intimated to the United Press. Staf­ 
ford conducted an independent probe 
into the catastrophe in which eight 
lost their lives and seven were in­ 
jured. 
So far Stafford Is unwilling 
to 
make any statement concerning the 
import of his findings. 
He agreed with Boo Line officials 
that a defective switch caused the 
diner and chair car 
of 
eastbound 
train No. 2 to leave the rails, break­ 
ing loose from the train and plunging 
Into the Chippewa River from a high 
trestle. 
A minute inspection of the 
switch apparatus 
and 
Installation 
will he made. 
The switch, according to Stafford, 
was placed there Just two days be­ 
fore the wreck. 
The wheels of the 
train 
battered 
the 
switch 
knife, 
throwing the last truck of the coach 
off on a side track and causing the 
wreck. 
Whether the switch did not close 
properly, the trucks of 
the 
train 
causing the tie bolt to break, or whe­ 
ther the bolt was weakened by strain 
or snapped because of the intense 
cold of the last few days has not been 
determined. 
The tie bolt was brok­ 
en, however, and Stafford Indicated 
It might have been the result of Im­ 
proper installation. 
The bodIta of the eight dead are 
being shipped uway today for fun­ 
erals. 
Relatives and friends claimed 
them a* soon as identification was es­ 
tablished. 
Of the seven injured, two are still 
in serious condition. 
They are Har­ 
ry J one* of Sioux City, whose wife 
was almost Instantly killed, and Mrs.

had long been bad blood between the 
two. 
Even today th e hip pistol is there 
on P ig ’H Eye Island. 
McCoy arrived 
at his shack d runk, his wife 
said. 
She seized her two children and ran 
to B u rk e tt’s shack, the nearest place 


of refuge. 
McCoy followed. 
E n terin g B u rk e tt’s house, McCoy 
threatened him w ith the 
revolver. 
B u rk ett ordered McCoy to put down 
h Jk weapon and when McCoy sullenly 
refused 
B urkett fired his old civil 
war arm y revolver. 
The bullet tore 
a great bole in McCoy’s Hid**. 
Burkett load***! the wounded man 
on a sled and pulled him across the 
Mississippi ice to the nearest, tele­ 
phone. He called a police am bulance, 
then left McCoy lying there arui re ­ 
turned to bis cabin. 
Police found 
the wounded man and took him to a 
hospital. 
Detectives W alsh and Grace were 
assigned to the capture of Burkett. 
T hey donned Ice skates and pulled a 
sled across the river to the island. 
After two h o u rs’ search they found 
B u rk ett’s secluded shack. 
B u rk ett 
gave himself up. 
He was handcuffed

A m inute inspection of the 
sw itch 
apparatus 
and 
installation 
w ill be made. 
The sw itch, according to Stafford, 
was placed there just tw o days be­ 
fore the wreck. 
The w heels of th® 
train 
battered 
the 
sw itch 
knife, 
throw ing the last truck of the coach 
off on a side track and causing the 
wreck. 
W hether the sw itch did not close 
properly, the trucks of 
the 
train 
causing the tie bolt to break, or whe­ 
ther the bolt wag weakened by attain 
or snapped because of the intense 
cold of the last few days has not been 
determined. 
Th© tie bolt was brok­ 
en, however, and Stafford Indicated 
it m ight have been the result of im ­ 
proper installation. 
The bodier of the eigh t dead are 
being shipped aw ay today for fun­ 
erals. 
Relatives and friends claimed 
them as soon as identification was es­ 
tablished.

Outs 
alone were responsible for a gain of 
27 H millions, while w heat brought 
farmers of this state an added 4 mil 
lions and corn an extra 7 millions 
over last year, the report states. 
W hile the Minnesota corn crop for 
1924 fell considerably below that of 
the preceding year, the better pric « 
this year brought the total income tc 
114 million dollars as compared with 
107 millions the year before. 
The 2 
million bushel increase in the wheat 
crop this year brought the value up 
to 
$25,000,000 
as 
compared

$21,000,000 qf 1923. 
The oat crop 
of this state tips year i„ up to 183 
million bushels as compared to 153 
million the year before with the re 
suit that farmers will have taken in 
73 bk million dollars on this crop as 
compared with 4 6 millions the year 
before. 
Tile yield per acre on corn in Min­ 
nesota the report states, dropped to 
26 bushels per acre as a result of un­ 
favorable weather, but the profit per 
bushel to the farmer was 18 cents os 
compared with 
8 the year before. 
The wet days, on the other baud’, 
were a great help to the wheat and 
oats production, tho former rising to 
12.7 bushels per acre as compared 
with 12 the year before, and the lat­ 
ter to 44.2 from 37 in 1923.

Minnesota farmers realized 
$38.- 
000,000 more on their corn, wheat 
and oats this year th an in 1923, ac­ 
cording to the Sears-Roebuck Agri­ 
cultural 
Foundation 
which 
reports 
th a t the national increase in grain 
values amount to $550,000,000.. Oats 
alone were responsible for a gain of 
27 Vfc millions, while wheat b rought 
farm ers of this state an added 4 mil 
lions and corn an extra 7 millions 
over last year, the report states. 
W hile the Minnesota corn crop for 
2 924 fell considerably below th a t of 
th e preceding year, the better price 
this year brought the total income Ic 
114 million dollars as compared with 
107 millions the year before. 
The 2 
million bushel increase in the wheat 
crop this year brought the value up 
to 
$25,000,000 
as 
compared 
will 
$21,000,000 Qf 1923. 
The oat crop 
of this state this year i>s up to 183 
million bushels as compared to 153 
million the year before with the re 
suit that farmers will have taken in 
7 3 ^ million dollars on this crop as 
compared with 4 6 millions the year 
before. 
The yield per acre on corn in Min­ 
nesota the report states, dropped to 
26 bushels per acre as a result of u n ­ 
favorable weather, but th e profit per 
bushel to th e farmer was 18 cents as 
compared with 
8 the year before. 
The wet days, on the other ha arf, 
were a great help to the w heat and 
oats production, th e former rising to 
12.7 bushels per acre as compared 
with 12 the year before, and the la t­ 
ter to 44.2 from 37 in 1923. 
The 
profit per bushel of wheat this year 
was 20 cents where only 31 cents 
was taken last year and IO cent pro­ 
fit in oats for the 5 cent loss of the 
preceding year. 
The increased yield per acre of 
small grain and the increased price 
per bushel on all grains has aided 
m ateria lly in restoring th e farm er to 
a better financial basis, the F o u n d a­ 
tion report concludes.

Ray P. ( ’HASE, state auditor of Minnesott and president of 
the National Association of State Auditors, Comptrollers and 
Treasurers, has written a book entitled, “The Path of Your Tax 
Dollar,” which is well worthy the study of every taxpayer. 
Iii a 
clear, calm manner Chase discusses taxation and takes up the 
question of tax reduction. 
"It is admitted by students of taxation and government that 
there is a serious lack of accurate, official information as to a;av 
eminent costs, compiled in such form as to be accessible to, and 
understood by, the public," says the Taxpayers Association of 
Minneapolis, which published the book. 
“It is further apparent that there is need for practical ‘du­ 
ration, in our public schools, on matters pertaining to taxation 
and government costs." 
, 
“This practical and comprehensive survey of the cost of gov­ 
ernment in Minnesota was written pursuant to our request and 
is now published with the hope of meeting the above needs." 
"The tax situation in Minnesota is sufficiently acute to re­ 
quire serious thought, earnest study and constructive, well-con 
si dared, remedial action," writes Mr. Chase. 
“So much infor­ 
mation has been circulated, and so many wrong conclusions drawn 
I herefrom, that a concise compilation of statistical data, its cor­ 
rectness evidenced by official records of the state, should be of 
interest to the tax-paying public and of value as a basis for 
thought, argument and action." 
We reprint some excerpts from the book. 
“ From the angle 
of economic improvement and public service, the item of most 
vital importance and which entails th<* greatest expense is edu­ 
cation. 
Each year the demand increases f o r b o r e and bettei 
school buildings, improved facilities and equipment, a g¥ent<o 
numlier and mort highly• trained teachers. 
ComprintiVtfy few 
with the financial ability to pay their taxes object to this expense. 
Most parents don’t argue for redaction in educational expenditure. 
The greater number are interested in increased returns for their 
tax dollars through better educational advantages for their chil­ 
dren." 
“There exists a similar demand for good roads. 
In 
in- cities 
and villages there is a Continuing, ever-growing demand for paved 
streets, curbs, boulevards, sidewalks and for storm and sanitary 
sewer systems. 
Here again the majority want the best aud de­ 
mand it at once. 
Their wish for tax reduction, if they have sue! 
wish, is outweighed by their desire for the immediate acquisition 
of all the latest public improvements which make urban life moi 
pleasant and healthful." 
“Many municipalities have acquired or constructed vvate 
and light plants. 
In some cases, the initial outlay has been Caret 
for by sharply increased tax levies, and in more instances, the 
credit of the municipality has lieen loaned or used. 
Here, also 
the man of affairs makes little complaint about the cost but in­ 
sists upon tin hest and most modern public utility plant." 
“Naturally the higher tax rates are in north* rn Minnesota, 
because there the valuation is lower, the population smaller, th* 
country comparatively new and unsettled and the demand for tin 
immediate acquisition of desirable but expensive public improve­ 
ments very great. 
In seven Minnesota counties, the average intl 
for all state and local purposes within the county exceeds IOO mills 
for the taxes collectible this year." 
Mr. Chase quotes Beltrami county as having a tax of* 133.77 
mills, Cass county 113.89 mills, Cook 119.540 mills. Koochiching 
127.93 mills. Crow Wing county appears modest in contrast with 
8G.10 mills. 
Bell rami with a high tax rate also has a high percentage of 
taxes delinquent on January I. 1924, amounting to 81.93 per wont. 
Koochiching county has a^per cent of delinquency still higher, 
10.4, and Lake of the Woods has 10.19. 
( row Wing county’s 
delinquent taxes total but 9.78. 
“The power to tax is tile power to destroy," and “any tax 
rate of IOO milks or more is practically confiscatory of farm land 
values, especially wild laud." 
In this connection the statement 
of Judge Hough of tin* Indiana State Tax Commission is interest­ 
ing. 
He said in a speech at Minneapolis, “When a tax of more 
than 3 pet cent is levied ii means confiscation of property."

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FOOTBALL SET NEW ATTENDANCE RECORD 


By H enry L. F arrell 
( United Proas Sports Editor) 
New York. Dee. 22.- Astonishing interest shown by tho public, us repre 
selfed In a tte n ^ tn c s figures that exceeded all calculations made the 1924 
football season the greatest in the history of the gam e and establlshedffoot­ 
ball as the leading American sport. 
It is impossible to estim ate the num ber of spectators that saw’ the big 
games in the east, the middle-west, the south and the far west. 
There were 
tiny number of games that attracted 80,000 spectators and the crowds w ere 
limited only by the seating capacity of the stands. 
The great increase In a t­ 
tendance was not due so much to an increased interest in an already popular 
game but it was the result of the opening of so many new stadia with large 
capacities. 
From the technical point of view the outstanding feature of the season 
was the vast im provem ent of the gam e in sections where the style of football j 
was not up to first class standards a few yours ago, 
From the results o f in­ 
tersectional gam es it was shown strikingly that football in the middle-west 
has obtained the jum p on the eastern game and that lite south has made 
great progress under heavy handicaps. 
The season was an unusual one also, in Unit for the first time in a n u m ­ 
ber of years it was possible for one team to make a legitim ate claim for a 
national championship. 
Although Knute Roekne refused to make any such claim, iiis Notre Dame 
team was generally regarded its being the hest team of the year. 
It was the 
only major team in the country that, survived a terrific schedule without b e ­ 
ing defeated or hold to a tie. 
The Notre Dame team had the hardest assignment of any team in tho 
land to survive a schedule including gam es with the Army, Princeton, Georgia 
Tech, Nebraska, Wisconsin and Northwestern. 
Hut the team survived the 
schedule and in many of the hardest games, Roc;kne used his reg u lar lineup 
in only ti part of the game. 
The Veteran Athletes Association, of Philadelphia, which makes an a n ­ 
nual award of a championship trophy awarded a cup this year to the Notre 
Dame team as the national champions. 
The aw ard of a national champion 
ship trophy is made only when a leant is produced “ whose standing is so 
preeminent as to make its Selection as champion of America beyond dispute.’' 
Notre Dame gained fame also by possessing a backfield in Stuhldreher, 
Miller, Crowley and L aytlen that veteran scouts and c ritic s in tho east d e ­ 
clare it the finest combination they ever had seen. 
There were other fine* team s iii the country. 
Chicago won the w estern conference cham pionship after Illinois had 
started away for what looked like a cinch victory. 
Alabam a won the South­ 
ern Conference championship, hut, as Notre Dame was the hest team in the 
middle-west, Centre had ground to claim the cham pionship of the southern 
section. 
Stanford won the title on the Pacific Coast and Missouri won the 
championship of the Missouri Valley conference.

There a re n ’t 
much over fifty men in the United States playing rugby and they went over to 
play against teams that were regarded as the best in the world. 
The victory of the Uruguayan team was not such a w onderful accom plish­ 
ment, as soccer is their leading national sport and they went to Paris with 
a big reputation which they upheld. 
The U ruguay team came to the United States late in the year for a tour 
of the country and it aroused great interest in a sport that is growing rapidly 
in public favor in this country.
